DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The IDS's, filed 4/1 1/06 and 7/2/04, have been considered in full. 

Drawings 

3. the drawings, as originally filed, are acceptable as formal. 

Claim Objections 

4. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: The reference 
numbers should all be deleted (last line of claim 9). Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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Claim 7, last lines "but that does not transmit any occurring oblique forces" is 
indefinite because it is not clear what this recitation requires. In other words, what is it 
that does not transmit the forces. 

Throughout the claim the use of the alternative is indefinite. For example, claim 
1 , "wherein the toothed element is coupled with the rotor unit, or the rotor unit is at least 
partially formed as a toothed element" is indefinite. It is not clear how the toothed 
element could be coupled with the rotor unit if the rotor unit were not also toothed. 
Review the claims in their entirety. 

Claim 2, "the system" lacks antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
04254278 (cited by Applicant). 

JP 04254278 shows the claimed subject matter where a throttle sensing device has a 
grip mounting unit (12) rotatably supported on a handlebar (7), a drive pulley and gear 
member (1 3, 14) engaged with detecting gear (21 ) whereby, rotation of the throttle 
causes the cable to roll upon (13) and the gear mesh between (14) and (21) causes the 
detecting member (21) to output an electronic signal which indicates the position of the 
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throttle opening. Note that the use of "may be" in the claims is rather broad and 
anything that might happen in the future could anticipate the claim. This language is not 
claiming what is happening, rather what might happen. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 23-26 are allowed.
